ASHINGTON, April 20. 
—The Dowell Federal 
aid bill, providing for expen-| 
diture of good roads between | 
July 1, 1927, and 1929, having] 
passed the House with prac-} 
tically no opposition, is now 
ready for the Senate with the 
prospects of early enactment 
before the scheduled date for 
adjournment of Congress 
about May 15. 


Assurances were given repre- 
sentatives of the American Au- 
tomobile Association and the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce today by Senate lead- 
ers that the measure will have 
clear sailing as soon as it is 
placed on the -calendar of the 
upp rf chamber. 

No hearings will be held on the 
measure by the Senate committee, 
and, as there appears io be an al- 
most universal demand throughout 
the country for additional appro- 
priations to carry on the Federal 
government’s road-building pro- 
gram, the bill will be rushed 
through the legislative mill as soon} 
as possible. 

The discussion in~ consideration 
of the measure in the House de- 
veloped an almost unprecedented 
procedure on patt of both Repub- 
licans and Democrats, there being 
an almost: unanimous accord. 

In calling up the measure Rep- 
resentative Cassius C. Dowell 
Iowa, author of the bill, explained 
in detail the history of the good 
roads movement in the United 
States, citing considerable statis- 
tics showing the cost and progress 
of highway building and mainte- 
nance. 

He told the House that the bill 
had the hearty approval of the 
A. A. A., N. A. C. C., the American 
Association of State Highway Of- 
ficials, the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation, the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, the American 
Federation of Labor, the National 
Grange, the American Roadbuild- 
ers’ Association and the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. 

Representative John M. Robison 
of Kentucky narrated the history, 
of transportation “on rubber 
wheels” and the evolution ef road 
development in contrast to rail and 
water transportation. 

After citing the tremendous 
growth of the automotive indus- 
try, Representative Bolivar E. 
Kemp of Louisiana declared he 
was in favor of the measure be- 
cause he was “opposed to apply- 
ing a brake to the amazing prog- 
ress and prosperity of this gold- 
en age of man’s development. - 

“Tt am in favor of this bill,’’ Rep- | 
resentative Kemp added, 
I think it unwise to hamper the 
greatest industrial enterprise in 
thi? country, which gives employ- 
ment to 3

ENLARGE PLANT 


‘Production for 
And Ajax Lines 
At Capacity 


Kenosha, Wis., April 20.—The 
tremendous demand being made 
at the Milwaukee, Racine. and 
Kenosha plants of the Nash 
Motors Company, and the Ajax 
Motors Company, its subsidiary, 
fs necessitating another addition 
to the plant of the Scaman Body 
Corporation, builder of Nash 
closed bodies, at Milwaukce, it 
was revealed here when plans 
were announced that a five story 
addition to the plant was being 
contemplated.

AUTO INDUSTRY 
BIG. CONSUMER OF 
COPPER IN 1925 


Absorbs 245, 000, 000 
Pounds, Establishing 
New Record 


EW YORK, April 20.~ 
With complete figures 
of automobile production and 
~ | registration now available, a 
|is estimated that the tota 
|consumption of copper by the 
!automobile industry in 1925 
totaled over 245,000,000 
pounds, a record figure, ace 
cording to the Copper and 
Brass Research Association. 
Production and registration of 
motor vehieles both reached new 
high figures in 1925. The car 
output totaled 4,314,636, an in- 
crease of nearly 20 per cent, over 
1924, and registration. passed the 
twenty million mark, showing a 
rise of 13 per cent. since 1924, 
Both factors caused a further in- 
crease in the amount of copper 
consumed gy the automobile in- 
dustry and used in new car con- 
struction, in replacements and in 
accessories. 

The figures of the National Aue 
‘tomobile Chamber of Commerce 
show that 1,138,408 cars were pro- 
duced in the first quarter of 1926, 
setting a new record for the quare 
ter. Should this high level be 
maintained car production for the 
whole year would show a decided 
increase over 1925, with a corre- 
sponding increase in consumption 
of copper. 

The principal items into which 
copper, brass and bronze enter ag 
construction materials for automoe 
biles are lighting, starting and ig- 
nition systems, radiators and water 
tanks, gas and oil piping, bushings 
and bearings, instrument and mae 
chine parts, hardware, trim and 
fittings. 

The growing preference for 
closed car models—34 per cent. of 
production in 1923 and 56 per cent. 
in 1925—has increased the copper 
requirements for lighting systems, 
and for brass body hardware and 
trim. The growing use of mechani- 
cal refinements, such as air filters, 
oil cleaners, central chassis lubri- 
cation and four-wheel brakes, like- 
wise calls for increased use of 
copper and its alloys.

Kentucky Judge Points 
To State’s Rights 
In Matter 


RANKFORT, Ky., April 
20.—In a communica- 
tion to Joseph F. Paizza, 
assistant tax commissioner 
for Kentucky, Judge Rainey 
T. Wells, member of the State 
Tax Commission, warns deal- 
ers in gasoline that bootleg- 
ging in gasoline will not be 
permitted in Kentucky more 
than bootlegging in intoxicat- 
ing liquors.

He added that the Supreme 
Court of the United States had de- 
cided that the state has jurisdiction 
in such cases, and that all such 
operators would be punished. He 
asks for reports on violations of 


this kind. Prosecutions will be in- 
stituted. 


“If there are certain individ- 
uals or persons undertaking to 
evade the payment of the tax, 
diligent efforts should be made 
to enforce the penalties against 
them,” Judge Wells said. 


“It is not the desire of the State 
Tax Commission to enforce the _ 
penalties provided unless we are 
convinced that the violation is wil- 
ful, but whom it is shown that any 
person is wilfully using any means 
or devise to avoid the payment of 
this tax it is our intention to adopt 
drastic measures to secure war- 
rants of arrest and enforce the full 
penalties provided in the law for 
its violations.” 

“Two questions are involved in 
these transactions. 

“First: Is it a burden upon inter- 
state commerce to require the pay- 
ment of the 5-cent gasoline license 
tax upon gasoline purchased from 
without the state and shipped into 
the state and fhere sold or used? 

“Second: Can the use of gasoline 
be made subject to the tax under 
the provisions of our taw? 


‘In answering the first question, we 
refer you to the opinion of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case of 
Sonneborn Brothers versus Cureton, 262 
U. S. 606. In this opinion the Supreme 
Court of_the. United States heid that a 
state tax upon gasoline brought in from 
another state, whether in original pack- 
jages or not, after it its 
destination and is in is 
lawful. ‘The court in this case heid that 
|after gasoline has been purchased from 
the state and shipped into the 
state and had come to a state of rest at 
|} its destination, that it was no_ longer 
|interstate commerce, but was subject -to 
; the laws of the state of its destination 
}and that a state tax on the sales thereof 
| was constitutional. This opinion was ren- 
| dered on June 11, 1923, and has not been 
| reversed or modified since it was rendered, 
jand is now the law upon this question. 
‘‘In reference to the second question, we 
| desire to refer you to the case of Bow- 
}man, attorney general of the state of 
| versus Continental Oil Com- 
pany, 256 U. S. 642. In that case New 
Mexico had passed a law levying an excise 
| tax of 2 cents a gallon upon each gallon 
|of gasoline sold or used within the state. 
The £ontinental Oil Company attacked the 
| consfitutionality of the act chiefly upon 
|the ground that it amounted to an inter- 
| ference with interstate commerce, but the 
| Supreme Court upheld the act. 
| ‘The Supreme Court of the United 
| States in the case of Texas Company ver- 
sus Brown, 256 U. S. 466, had under con- 
| sideration the same question and in the 
|eourse of that opinion used the following 
language :— 

"The peculiar qualities of iumi- 
nating ojls and gasoline seem to us & 

| sufficient warrant for taxation upon 

| their sale or use. . . .’ 

‘“‘From these opinions you will observe 
lthat the Supreme Court has settled both 
‘of these questions in favor of the consti- 
| tutionality of our law. It is held that 
| these transactions are not interferences 
with interstate commerce and that the 
tax can be levied upon the use of the gaso- 
\line as well as upon the sale thereof.’’

ate more Silently; they slip into 
engagement with less difficulty; 
gear boxes are more compact, but 
the principle of sliding gear sets 


|remains unchanged, and the gear 


box is still the part of the car giv- 
ing the greatest trouble to inex- 
perienced drivers; it is also a piece 
of mechanism never used with real 
skill by more than a small percent- 
age of motorists. In other words, 
it is the part of a car that lends 
itself to further development. 

The tendency has been to cover 
up the defects of the gear box by 
improving the engine, but until the 
internal combustion engine can be 
made to deliver a constant torque, 
some formeof mechanism will have 
to be employed to supply its many 
deficiencies. 

Torque ‘converters and auto- 
matic transmissions, much heard 
of a little time ago, do not appear 
to have fulfilled all their promises, 
and any modification of existing 
types of change-speéd mechanism 
calculated to make driving easier 
would be welcomed by the motor 
industry and motorists in general. 

A change-speed mechanism 
recently produced in France 
which, in all probability, will be 
applied to certain leading conti- 
nental cars, at an early date, 
looks particularly interesting. 

The Cotal transmission is of the 

epicyclic type, providing three, 

four or more speeds; it is elec- 
trically controlled, and it per- 
mits the clutch to be abolished. 

As proved by a practical test, 
driving a car fitted with this trans- 
mission is particularly easy and 
simple. On the model under trial 
the clutch was used in the ordin- 
ary way to move off from a stand- 
still, although it was found that 
this could be dispensed with, and 
after starting off gear changes 
were made, either up or down, 
merely by moving a lever under the 
steering wheel. No skill was re- 
quired to make the changes, there 
was no noise, the changes were 
practically instantaneous and with< 
out slip, and changes down could 
be made just as easily as changes 
to a higher ratio. 

This feature of being able to drop 
to a lower gear instantly, with ab- 
solute certainty” and without any 
degree of skill, rendered the handl- 
ing of a car unusually safe in a hilly 
country. Obviously, it is not at all 





recommendable to drop suddenly 


lfrom top to bottom gear without 


first reducing the speed of the car, 
for this imposes a tremendous 
strain on the entire transmission. 
The experiment was carried out, 
hovfver, of acting on steep hills 
as if the brakes had completely 
failed, and instant change being 
made from top to bottom gear by 
pushing the lever over to the cor- 
rect position. 

Immediately the progress of the 
car was arrestefi as if a mighty 
hand had been laid on it. With 
an ordinary type of gear box only 
a very skilled driver would have at- 
tempted such a maneuver, and 
owing to the time necessary for 
doubling declutching he could not 
have carried it out wiht the rapidity 
possible by the use of the Cotal sys- 
tem of transmission. 

Another advantage of this mech- 
anism is that it enables average 
speed-to be increased by the great- 
er rapidity and ease with which 
gear changes can be made. Asa 
proof of this, a four-cylinder Voi- 
sin of only 1,552 c. c., was driven 
from Paris to Nice, via Grenoble, 
a distance of about 530 miles, in 
fourteen hours, which is only about 
one hour longer than the unofficial 
record for this run. The destruc- 
tive nature of this test is revealed 
by the fact that the four types 
were almost worn out at the end 
of the journey. The car was taken 
into turns at the highest possible 
speed, and braked in the turn it- 
self by dropping into a low gear. 
which, of course, gave the advan- 
tage of more rapid acceleration on 
coming out. 

After this first run the car was 
driven back to Paris over the Al- 
pine route, including the Lautaret 
and the Galiber passes, and on 
reaching the plains a distance of 
200 miles was covered on second 
gear, at an average of 40 miles an 
hour. This, which is only one of 
the many severe tests to which the 
Cotal transmission has been sub- 
mitted, shows that the device is not 
by any means experimental or un- 
tried, or one unlikely to come into 
the hands of the general public.

BUSINESS PICKS UP -IN

Washington, April 20.—Gains in 
business in the first two weeks of 
April, 1926, over the similar fort- 
night a year ago appear from the 
Department of Commerce weekly 
business indicators.

CUT IS ASSAILED 


Ford of Canada Official 
Says Government Is 
Inconsistent 


ETROIT, April 20.—Dis- 
cussing the action of the 
Canadian government in re- 
ducing the tariff on automo- 
biles, Wallace R. Campbell, 
vice-president and treasurer 
of the Ford Motor Company 
of Canada, says: 


“The cut was drastic. We shall 
hot know its full effect for months, 
but, nevertheless, while we are be- 
coming used to the change that 
must necessarily follow we will 
operate as usual. 


“It has taken twenty years to 
build this organization, For 
twenty years we have been im- 
proving and perfecting our ma- 
chinery of production, until at 
this time it is only the strength 
of our organization that allows 
us to continue in operation. 

“If we can increase our output 
to the limit, and if the entire out- 
put can be absorbed, then we can 
continue in-~ business. The tariff 
changes have wiped out the protec- 
tion granted to the automobile in- 
dustry, and the reductién in 
prices was the only way foreign 
competition could be met if thera 
were to be no compromises in the 
quality of the company’s products. 

“If all cars used in Canada were 
imported the government would re- 
ceive $17,000,000 in duties. But at 
present the industry pays $10,000,- 
000 in various forms of taxation. 
The difference represents the 
amount of protection afforded by 
the government. The tariff reduc- 
tion more than wipes out this $7,- 
000,000. 

“Some of the inconsistencies dis- 
played by the government are real- 
ly amazing. For tariff purposes, 
the automobile is considered @ 
necessity, but for luxury tax pur- 
poses it is called a luxury. Aboli- 
tion of the luxury tax would have 
been reasonable. The tariff reduc- 
tion is highly unreasonable.” 


Farm Implements 
In Heavy I Demand 





Chicago, April 20—‘‘Farm imple- 
ment manufacturers are making 
heavy shipments in our territory, 
which is some indication of the 
agricultural situation,” said H. E. 
Byram, president of tne St. Paul. 
“Traffic on our line is running 
along about as it has been, and 
there is not much change in our 
loadings. I a mgratified over in- 
troduction of a bill by Senator 
Gooding which would authorize the 
government to accept a lower rate 
of interest for railroad loans from 
such roads as could prove their in- 
ability to pay the pesent 6 per cent. 
rate.”’ 





Predicts Shortage 
In Rubber Supply 


New York, April 20.—The annual 
report of the Bah Lias Rubber 
Estates Corporation, London, viewa 
as follows the situation and out- 
look in the world’s rubber produc- 
tion and consumption: “Output 
of rubber during the current year 
is very uhlikely to reach 630,000 
tons, and unless it comes forward 
in much greater quantities than it 
has done during the last two or 
three months it may not be much 
more than 600,000 tons. The totai 
planted area at present is under 
14,500,000 acres, most of which is 
now being tapped. By 19309 
when this is practically 
mature, its yield is not likely to 
exceed 700,000 tons, and it may be, 
considerably less.” 2 
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
